Two New York lawyers agreed 
today that wiretapping is ‘‘dirty 
business” but clashed over 
whether law enforcement officers 
should be permitted to do it. 

One witness was Paul W. 
Williams, former United States 
attorney for the southern dis- 
trict of New York: The other 
was Harris B. Steinberg, long- 
time criminal lawyer. 

Williams called wiretapping a 
key weapon in fighting the com- 
munist conspiracy and criminal 
conspiracies involving narcotics, 
extortion and racketeering. | 

“Wiretapping could be called 
a dirty business,” he said, “but 
crime is a dirty business—a dir- 
tier business.”’ 

Williams, who served as Unit- 
ed States Attorney ir southern 
New York between 1955 and 1958, 
urged that Congress amend ex- 
isting law to permit use in fed- 
eral courts of evidence obtained 
from wiretapping by law en- 
forcement officials. 

Such evidence cannot now be 
used in federal courts although 
it can in some state courts. 

Williams said he would recom- 
mend a bar on wiretapping by 
private detectives -and other 
private individuals,

WASHINGTON, Dec, 16—Sena- 
tor Thomas C. Hennings Jr.

Unanimous Decision is 
Blow to Leftist Hopes 
of Forcing Out 
American Troops. 


TOKYO, Dec. 16 (AP)— The 
Japanese Supreme Court ruled 
today that the “‘no-war’” clause 
in Japan's constitution does not 
prevent the stationing of Ameri- 
can troops here. The court also 
said Japan’s own armed forces 
are constitutional. 


The unanimous decision by the 
15-man court was a blow to left- 
wing hopes of forcing the United 
States troops out of Japan, dis- 
arming the nation and neutraliz. 
ing Japan in the cold war. 


At issue was article 9 of 
Japan’s constitution. Written un- 
der the postwar American occu 
pation, this ‘“‘no-war’’ section de- 
clares that Japan forever re- 
nounces the possession of all war 
potential. 

The high court, however; in 
reversing a Tokyo District Court 
ruling made last March, de- 
clared: 


“There are no stipulations in 
the constitution that deny Japan 
as a sovereign nation the right 
of inherent self-defense. The 
principlé of peace in our consti- 
tution does not stipulate in any 
way complete defenselessness or 
non-resistance.” 

Japan’s growing army, navy 
and air force, re-established after 
the Communist attack in Korea, 
are called “self-defense” forces. 
They are regular political tar- 
gets of the leftists in Japan. 


The ruling strengthened the 
hand of Prithe Minister Nobu- 
suka Kishi in the coming fight 
to win parliamentary approval 
of a United States-Japanese re- 
vised security treaty, due to be 
signed in Washington next month. 

American forces are stationed 
in Japan under the original 
United States-Japan security 
treaty, signed in 1951. The high 
court ruled that Japan’s judici- 
ary should not try to rule on the 
validity of treaties once they 
have been approved by Parlia- 
ment.

“Moreover, the strike, sec- 
ondary boycott, and other inter- 
nal and external activities of 
these two unions, which were 
widely publicized in national 
magazines and newspapers, have 
established an unsatisfactory la- 
bor reputation for the area. 

“However, leaders in most of 
the larger. industries in the area 
revealed that they are, in gen- 
eral, satisfied with their plant 
workers. They all agreed that 
poor labor was not a deterrent to 
industrial growth in their own 
companies. 

“Furthermore, as a result of 
labor relation activities, includ- 
ing the formation of labor-man- 
agement committees and the 
adoption of the suggested 10- 
point Government program for 
improving labor-management re- 
lations, the labor situation has 
materially improved in the past 
two years,

| the Little report, we were im- 


pressed with the investigators’ 
statements regarding the handi- 
caps to industrial growth which 
they found in the St. Louis area. 
None of these are new to us, 
but that they are so obvious to 
an outside firm which has many 
contacts among knowledgeable 
people we believe is a matter of 
deep concern, 

“They don’t believe we will be 
able to liquidate the investment 
in the industrial park in a rea- 
sonably short period of time, and 
that there must be an area-wide 
determination to remove or les- 
sen our handicaps if we are to

“We are not faced at this mo- 
ment with the question of invest- 
ing an initial $14,000,000 and an 
ultimate $26,000,000 in the proj- 
ect.

7 Newly-Elected Cardinals 


VATICAN CITY, Dec. 16 (AP) 
—Seven new princes of the Ro- 
man Catholic Church today met 
Pope John XXIII for the first 
time as cardinals and received 
their red birettas, or caps. 
Among them were the two 
Americans, Cardinal Albert Gre- 
gory Meyer, archbishop of Chi- 
cago, and Cardinal Alois Muench, 
bishop of Fargo, N.D., and apos- 
tolic nuncio to Germany. 
Missing from the ceremony in 
‘the Vatican palace was one of 
the eight new cardinals formally 
created on Monday by Pope 
John XXIII. Cardinal Paolo Ma- 
‘rella, papal nuncio to France, 
received his biretta from Presi- 
dent Charles de Gaulle in Paris. 
This followed historic precedent 
for France and Spain. 

The new cardinals will receive 
their broad-brimmed red hats in 
a public consistory tomorrow, 
600 at Ceremonies. 

About 600 prelates of the Ro- 
man Catholic Church, diplomats 
accredited to the Vatican and 
friends of the new cardinals at-

set, the. church has grown tre- 
mendously. 

“If we need more (cardinals) 
we will elect more,” he said. 

Pope John recalled that the 
church is now 2000 years old, 
and asserted that it would can- 
tinue to grow and endure. 

“If there are any who imagine 
that they can destroy the church, 
I am sorry that they imagine 
that because they are wasting 
their time,” he said. ‘All else 
will finish, but not thé church.” 

As he has several times in the 
past, Pope John also referred to 
his own age. He is now 78 years 
old. He recalled that Pope John 
XXII (the Frefichman Jacques 
Duese, who reigned from 1316 
until 1334) also was more than 
70 years when he was elected 
pontiff. He reached the age of 90.

PARIS, Dec. 16 (AP)—Janitors 
at the new NATO headquarters 
claimed today they are the most 
overworked members of their 
calling in Europe. Somebody 
forgot to buy any waste baskets.

He has probably 
had few, restrictions and a great 
deal of personal freedom. He 
went where he wanted to, when 
he wanted to, and did only what 
he felt like doing.” 


Many of the recruits, despite

Since he is in the “private-eye” business 
which leans heavily on tapping telephone 
lines and planting secret microphones, it was 
natural enough for a San Franciscan named 
Harold Lipset fo tell the Hennings Committee 


that anybody who uses a telephone does so af 


his own risk and, in effect, that anyone who 
engages in conversation surrenders his right 
of privacy to anyone else who may manage 
to overhear what he says. 

This probably is sound legal doctrine in

Jennings, 114, and Lindbergh, 135. 

Dr. Conant’s close study of the high school 
problem in this country has led him to con- 
clude that small Righ schools are economical- 
ly unsound and perhaps helping to contribute 
to the teacher shortage. The small high school 
does not permit the offering of a comprehen- 
sive curriculum, or economic and efficient 
use of the time and efforts of teachers and 
administrators. He would expand classes by 
consolidating ‘districts. 


St. Louis county with a total tax base now 
grown to 1.3 billions as compared to 1.6 
billions in St. Louis has sufficient resources 
to provide first-rate schooling for all of its 
youngsters, but it is failing to do so. It is 
cheating many of its children despite the fact 
that, paradoxically, county parents are paying 
substantially higher school taxes than are 
paid by parents in St. Louis. 


What the county really needs is statutory 
authority similar to that suggested by the 
Metropolitan St. Louis Survey permitting 
every child equal access to the county’s total 
base. Once such a law was on the books it 
would be much simpler to carry out the indi- 
éated school district consolidations, for the 
taxable wealth behind children from districts 
that are now small and poor would be the 
same as that behind those in the affluent 
districts. The reason for the affluent districts 
opposing consolidation would vanish. 


The county’s 29 superintendents know these 
facts and they ought to take the lead in pro- 
posing the necessary legislative changes, not 
side-stepping them as they have done in the 


past. 
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Energy on Tap 


Union Electric will use an ingenious scheme 
to provide: an additional 350,000 kilowatts of 
daytime capacity for its system. It is equiva- 
lent to a mammoth rechargeable storage bat- 
tery. Combination pump-turbines to be in- 
stalled near Lesterville, Mo., will use steam 
pest capacity from the St. Louis area, which 

in excess during the night, to raise water 
from a pool on the East Fork of the Black 
river to another pool 1000 feet higher atop a 
nearby granite mountain. Electricity needed 
to meet daytime peak requirements will be 
obtained by allowing the water to flow back 
through the same pump-turbine generators 
into the lower pool, to be re-used the next 
night.

Success stories appear with consid- 
erable regularity in the United States 
Senate, whose present numbers include 
a member born in a log cabin, and 
the rags-to-riches tradition was warmly 
upheld this week when a onetime boot- 
black was seated as the senior Senator 
from the State of Hawaii. 


Senator Hiram L. Fong is one of 11 
children of a Chinese peasant brought 
to Hawaii 87 years ago as an inden-

Mr. Inouye, Democrat, won 
election to the new State’s single House 
seat in a contest with a Republican of 
Portuguese descent. 

The battle for the governorship, won 
by a Republican, was contested be- 
tween two Caucasians, both with Irish 
names. The new lieutenant governor, 


-a Republican, is a Hawaiian who de- 


feated a Japanese. 
Clearly, the advocates of civil-rights 


legislation have picked up support in 


the new delegation from Hawaii. Both 
the Republican and the Democrats are 
expected to be on the side of action 
this year, even though the Administra- 
tion is quietly urging that a delay 
until next year would enhance the 
chances of enacting a meaningful bill. 

Leaders of both parties say there 
was no conscious effort either to in- 
clude or exclude candidates for racial 
considerations in making up the tickets 
for the first statehood election. They 
contend it would have been meaning- 
less to do so, and point to the election 
results as evidence that this is true. 

Japanese are the largest single pop- 
ulation grouping in the islands, they 
observe, but Japanese candidates 
achieved no extraordinary election 
successes and some were toppled by 
representatives of less numerous racial 
elements. 

The outstanding Japanese winner 
was a highly special case. This was 
Mr. Inouye, now a member of the 
House. Mr. Inouye was a hero of the 
all-heroic 442d Regimental Combat 
team, made up of Hawaiian Nisei, in 
the Italian fighting during the war. 

He left his right arm in Italy, was 
commissioned in battle, and was one 
of the most decorated soldiers in 4 
regiment which Gen. Mark Clark de- 
scribed as the most decorated unit in 
the entire military history. of the 
United States. Mr. Inouye’s patents

By way of proof, we offer one 
of the hands of the 1959 tourna- 
ment. 
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Fast South West North 


One way or another, South is 
expected to climb up to four 
spades. The tournament was en- 
tered by thousands of employes 
of the State Department and of

Agency, and most of the con- 
testants bid up to four spades 
without any trouble. 


Making the game contract was 
another story. : 


West opened the jack of dia- 
monds, and East captured the 
queen with the ace. A diamond 
return then knocked out dum- 
my’s king. , 

Now how should declarer plan 
the play? He has already lost a 
diamond and will eventually lose 
a club. Game will depend on 
limiting the heart loss to one 
trick. 


South cannot limit the heart 
loss to one trick if he tackles 
the suit by himself. Whenever he 
leads the ten of hearts from 
dummy; East will cover with 
the queen. South’s jack can 
never win a trick. 


The correct line of play forces 
the opponents to play the hearts 
for you. 

After winning the second trick 
with the ‘king of diamonds, draw 
three rounds of trumps and ruff 
dummy’s last diamond. Then 
cash the top clubs and give up 
a club trick. 

You don’t care who wins. If 
East wins, for example, he can- 
not afford to lead a fourth dia- 
mond or a fourth club. (That 
would allow dummy to ruff while 
you discard a heart.) East must 
therefore lead a heart. 

You play a low heart, and 
West must play the king to shut 
out dummy’s ten. And then 
West must lead another heart up 
to the ace-jack, and you get a 
free finesse. 

You'll be glad to know that 
you don’t have to be\a member 
of the State Depattment to make 
use of this play.

Unpleasant Breath 


“DEAR DR. MOLNER: Could bad breath be caused by 
sinus trouble? I have been told that my liver... . 

This abbreviated letter from Mrs. C. S. is like a lot of 
others to the extent that people blame (first) some digestive 
trouble, and after that, their livers, gall bladders and other 
Organs associated with the alimentary tract. 

As a physician I would not care to say that unpleasant 
breath is—should I say—unimportant. It’s an indication of 
something that isn’t as right as we Wish. But, in the major- 
ity of.cases, .it is a social problem, “& personal problem 
rather than a health problem. 


“Stomach trouble,” or ‘“‘indigestion,” so often sus- 
pected, is not often involved. The fact is that most bad 
breath originates above the neck. That is the first place 
to look. 


When I say “‘above the neck,” I do not necessarily mean 
the mouth. The teeth, however, are probably the commonest 
' Cause. There may be cavities, but again, the problem may 
exist when there are none. Particles of food may lodge 
between the teeth, and not be removed by any amount of 
brushing. In such cases, periodic use of dental floss. is the 
answer. (Obviously this will also protect the teeth from being 
exposed to the bacterial action of ‘decaying particles of 
food.) Or, for another possibility, there may be pockets of 
infection in the gums—such things as trench mouth. All of 
these can cause bad breath. 

Can sinus disease cause it? Yes, especially if accom- 
panied by much drainage into the nose or back of the throat. 

Infected tonsils and adenoids are another source, and 
so is ozena, a disorder of the interior membrane of the nose. 


As we go below the neck, one of the chief causes is 
bronchiectasis—a pus-forming infection in the bronchial 
tubes, Cavities from, for example, TB, may be the source 
of unpleasant odor from the lungs. 


Of course, don’t forget the enduring odors from some 
foods, not only onions and garlic,, but also from fish, alco- 
holic drinks and tobacco. 

Frankly, in some cases no cause for unpleasant breath 
can be found, but I’ve listed all of the frequent offenders. 
Once you and your doctor have pinned the trouble down, 
you can decide what to do. Until then, you are merély 
gambling if you wonder whether this cause, or that one 
*‘might”’ be it. 


“DEAR DR. MOLNER: I am in my early 50s and 
if I happen to run into a table or corner of something, | turn 
blue and it looks like the blood runs under my skin and 
turns dark. People tell me I should be under a doctor’s care 
if these spots stay this way for a good while.—Mrs. W.H.” 

it depends on what you mean by “a good while.” 

Some people bruise easily. It IS a matter of breaking 
tiny blood vessels after which the blood settles and the 
spot turns blue until nature removes it in time. Lack 
_of calcium is one common causé of this. Other causes

Past 75, She Travels at Rapid Pace but simpresees Most With Bindness, Courtesy

WITH HER seventy-fifth birth- 
day behind her, Mrs. Eleanor 
Roosevelt impresses those 
around her with the amazing vi- 
tality of her movements, the vi- 
brancy of her step. They are 
surprised by her seemingly 
limitless awareness of public af- 
fairs, her articulate discussion 
of world events. 

But the quality of Eleanor 
Roosevelt which impresses me 
most of all is her kindness. 

I watched her the other day as 
she presented herself to the 
press and radio personnel of St. 
Louis to answer their questions 
at an informal press conference 
in the Sheraton-Jefferson Hotel. 
She responded to every query— 
except the strictly political ones 
about her choice of candidates— 
with a gracious courtesy. Even 
her refusals to answer were ac- 
companied by a smile. 

She had flown from New York 
that morning after an all-day 
visit in Baltimore to see her 
twentieth grandchild. She must 
have been weary but when the 
interview went past its appointed 
hour and an official attempted to 
rescue her, she objected. 

“If there are more questions,” 
she said, ‘‘I will be glad to an- 
swer them.”’ 

Three college girls were seated 
atthe interview table. Newspa- 
per reporters had carried on the 
questioning and the young girls 
had said nothing. When Mrs. 
George Gellhorn, Mrs. Roose- 
velt’s hostess in St. Louis, intro- 
duced the girls as the press con- 
ference was breaking up, Mrs. 
Roosevelt smiled and said: 

“I’m afraid you girls didn’t 
have a chance to ask anything.

of the room. 

Mrs. Roosevelt stopped speak- 
ing and looked down with con- 
cern.

One of these shows is ‘Con- 
quest,”” Sunday afternoons, and 
the other is Edward R. Mur- 
row’s ‘‘Person-to-Person,” Fri- 
day nights. 

Well! In capsule form, all that 
has happened since Collingwood 
so innocently came upon the 
domestic scene in a spirited ver- 
bal exchange between Murrow, 
on leave of absence from CBS 
in Europe, and Frank Stanton, 
president of CBS, regarding the 
propriety of the prepared ques- 
tions on ‘‘Person-to-Person.”’ 

Stanton, up to his expressive 
eyebrows in problems created by 
the quiz show scandals, and beat- 
ing a vociferous drum for au- 
thenticity down to the elimina- 
tion of the faintest echo of canned 
laughter, made a public state- 
ment to the effect that ‘“‘Person- 
to-Person” must not advertise 
itself as spontaneous if the ques- 
tions are rehearsed ahead of 
time. 

John Aaron and Jesse Zous- 
mer, producers of the show, took 
as sharp umbrage as Murrow 
and promptly retired from “‘Per- 
son-to-Person,”” leaving Colling- 
wood with a new producer, A'an 
Neuman, both of them awash in 
an enomous amount of public 
scrutiny, conjecture and criti- 
cism. 

As if this weren’t enough to 
confuse a man, Collingwood also 
had one of his first shows, an in- 
terview with Mae West, snatched 
off the air the day it was sched- 
uled to be shown, because net-

A Widow’s Problem 


NEW YORK, Dec. 16. 

I HAVE A LETTER from a woman on one of the prob- 
lems of Social Security which I think I should share with my 
readers. A solution to the problem will require the thinking 
of those who make the laws on these subjects. And its presen- 
tation"here may move people who have ideas as to how it 
might be solved to communicate with their representatives in 
Congress. The letter says: 

“I have something I just have to get ‘off my chest,’ and 
I would like to hear, or read, some opinions by you on this 
subject. My great anxiety concerns Social Security. 

“I am 56 years old, have been a widow seven years. Until 
two years ago I worked regularly, and helped my son through 
college. He immediately married, and although he has a 
fairly good job, they have had numerous unforeseen hospital 
expenses that keep them barely breaking even, and certainly 
have nothing left to contribute to my support. 

“A year ago I was unfortunate in suffering a slight 
stroke that impaired my eyesight. In addition, my ner- 
vous system is not what it used to be. I cannot use a 
typewriter any more, or do anything that requires 
using my eyes under lights, such as watching TV or 
movies. I am perfectly healthy otherwise! 

“I had to give up my work. In applying for any work I 
think I would be able to do, I am told quite frankly that they 
have a long line of applieants much younger and with many 
more qualifications for any vacancy they might have. 

‘I am not old enough to claim Social Security under the 
present age law. I am not physically handicapped to claim 
disability Social Security. I cannot even claim anything from 
my health and accident insurance that I’ve been paying on 
for years. 

“I need things desperately now. There are fewer jobs, 
and more people for these jabs every day... 

“I am extremely bitter over the fact that the law 
requires women to struggle (or just give up and die) 

“to the age of 63 (especially widows) before claiming 
Social Security. Practically all women are past work- 
ing by age of 50. Their physical make up just won’t 
stand up (at least very few will) under the rigorous 
conditions imposed upon them by present-day competi- 
tion. The law-makers always look to their fortunate 
wives, or the small minority of lucky women around 
them, when they pass a law covering all women. 

“How can a woman at 50 find a job, when there are 
hundreds of young college and high school girls standing in 
line for the same job, what is a widow supposed to do until 
she is 63? I have worked most of my adult life, and paid So- 
cial Security. I don’t feel like I should have to suffer when 
I reach my age, and find it impossible to work...” 

This is a difficult problem and I, for one, find it im- 
possible to set an absolute age date which would cover all 
people. It has always seemed to me that this should be done 
on an individual basis. Some people need help earlier than 
others.
